Interesting Political Colloquy With the Cele- 
brated Divine at Nashville. 


LOUISVILLE, KT., May 30.—The Nashville 
correspondent of the Courier-Journal hada 
talk with the Rev. Henry Ward Beecher, of 
which the following is a brief extract:

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g THE FIRE. 
The Collier Works Furnish a Brilliant 
Saturday Night Spectacle. 

The fireon Saturday nicht at the Collier 
wpite Lead and Oil Works was one of the 
most remarkable ones-ever seen in St. Louis. 
The peculiarly inflammable nature of the 
“ontents of the house made the blaze brilliant 
and fierce to the utmost possible, and the 
erowds Which gathered to see the conflagra- 
tion enjoyed the tremendous spectacle as 
though it were only à pageant. Although it 
wanted but little of midnight when the first 
damm sounded, the streets were in a few mo- 
ments crowded with people. It was at first 
bejieved that it was the City ITail which was 
on fire, but the immense spires of flame 
leaping nigh into the air and then bending 
only and grandly toward the northweast 
coon convinced the hurrying crowds that there 

was something more brilliant beneath the 

peel-of the -flames than musty ordininces 
ee small rattlé trap. Others thought 
that it was MecATister’s Pork House which 
was being dissolved by the great reagent, 


but thet too was too small for the gorgeous. 


pyrotechnics of the night. When everyone 
at lust became satisfied of the real origin of 
the tire they stood silently in the dense crowd 
about the works and looked 
intently at the blaze. Sometimes 
they surged around to anew point of inter- 
est and again settled down to u wolfse-awed 
expression which a great tire brings aut on 
ywvery human face. Generally at aa affair of 
this kind the crowds are really more of an 
object of interest thanjtbe blaze, When the 
jurid glare falls upon them there seems to be 
nothing but à sea of faces al) tinted and 
transformed. 

ven now that the fire is two days old there 
ix still doubt about its origin; one theory is 
that the fire Was caused by the explosion ofa 
keg of varnish, the other that it was the re- 
sult of incendiarism. A full inquiry will of 
couyse be made into the origin of the blaze 
apd the facts thoroughly sifted. Probably 
the most brilliant part of the blaze was the 
burning gf the castor beans which were 
stored in fhe works. They were full of oil 
and their ame was edged and outlined by 
dark masses of greasy, heavy smoke, whic 
furnished a picturesquely black background, 
bringing out in all their beauty the; twining 
and the network of the flames. 

The losses will not foot up more than $129,- 
WO it is thought, „ut no certain estimate cin 
be made as yet. The buildings are utterly 
wrecked and gutted. What was a couple of 
days ago a busy factory is now only a twisted 
ane distorted mass of ruins. Complicated, 
ma vinery has been reduced to scrap, iron 
The ruins are still steaming, anda gone of 
plug streams are still pouring on to the smok— 
ing mass. Tbe insurance is in all 
e e, and’ the total loss less than 
$125,000. The company have already begun 
torepairthe damage done. As soon as the 
ruins are cooled enoughto permit work a 
number of men will be put in and the work 
of rehabilitation commenced.

A GOOD story is told on the medical inspec- 
tor of steamboats at New Orleans. One of 
the first boats be had to visit was a Cincin- 
nati craft, and after going over the boat from 
topto bottom, and having just concluded a 
careful inspection of the hold, heturned to 
the mate and nonchalantly remarked that he 
would like to “go down into the bull.” 


THE New Orleans Democrat says: Capt. 
George M. Phillips, after an illness of about 
four months, died yesterdav morning and 
was buried in the afternoon, u large number 
of friends attending the funeral. Capt. 
Phillips learned the trade of an engineer with 
his brother, who was an engine builder at 
Wheeling, and first went on the river in 
1844. Since that vear upto about five years 
ago, when he was appointed harbormaster, 
he bas been engaged inthe towing trade as 
engineer, pilot and captain. His skill, rare 
judgment and firmness made hima valuable 
man on a boat, and his services were always 
in demand. In 187 he was placed in com- 
mand of the Mary Kings and, probably the 
argest tow-boat that ever ran to Belize. 
During the Mexican war Capt. Phillips made 
several trips tothe Brazos with troops and 
munitions of war. During the late war he 
commanded the Confederate gun-boit Stone- 
will, andinthe fight with the Federal fleet 
below the city, distinguished himself by run- 
ning, in the face of a heavy fire, into and 
sinking” the Vuruna. Afterwards Capte 
Phillips was in command of the Staite gun- 
boat Music, and rendered considerable ser- 
vice with her about tne mouth of Red River, 
Leaving the service he engaged in blockade 
running between Savannah, Ga., and Hav- 
ana, but hadto destroy his vessel on her 
second tmp to prevent capture. Capt. 
Phillips was brave to temerity,a pleasant 
companion anda true friend in all that the 
word implies, and his denthfhas "created a 
void in the efrele that knew bbm so well that 
will be filled in this life. On receipt of the 
news of his death on the landing the colors of 
ull the steamers in port were placed at half- 
mast. a ,

The Jews of Russia. 
ST. LOUIS, May 30. 
To the Fdltor of the Post-Dispatch: 

You are right. Pitlable indeed must be the 
condition ot Jews in Russia whenthey implore 
their English brethren not to interfere in their 
behalf lest they only embitter their condition. 
Itisindecedacry of despair. But there are 
reasons which give force to its truth. England 
stimulated the war of the Crimea; and 
lately, when alter a costly and exbanstive war 
Russian troops bivouacked within the suburbs 
of Constantinople, on the morrow to enter ite 
portals in triumph, England forced them 
back. Obtaining Cyprus as its reward—the 
key of the Mediterranean for the overland 


route to India, a fortress against Russian ad- 
vance on Constantinople, a citadel against it if 
it succeeds. For Constantinople ts as necessary 
to Russia as the mouth ol the Mississippi Valley

is to the West. Naturally, then, an intense hat- 
red pervades the Russian omelals against Eng- 
land, and English interference woul — be 
constrned as some new sordid iatervention, 
rousing the anger even of the officials. the 
only shield left to the Jews against the violent 
animosity of their persecutor3. Otherwise 
with the United States. Russia and this coun- 
try have always profe for each 
other * close friendship. Per · 
haps for the reason that extremes, meet, but as 
Itbink,in the contempt each entertains of 
the other’s Olitical sentiments, that, 
not in the way of cach other, hate is of no ad- 
vantage, friendship can do no harm, both act- 
ing on the principle that les paroles agreables 
ne coutent rien.

1 LABOR OF LOVE. 


Decoration Day at Jefferson 
Barracks. 


How the Graves of the Dead War- 
riors Were Covered With 
Sweet Mementoes.

The Ceremonies All Over the Country— 
Buds and Blossoms for the 
Departed. 


Decoratiion Day as usual brought the custo- 


Wary crowds to the National Cemetery at the 


It is an occasion looked forward to 

for its picnicking possibili- 
ties as for its patriotic signifi- 
cance, and probably for every 
twenty that go down to the graveyard to strew 
sweet blossoms onthe burial mounds of the 
fallen warriors, ten travel to the same place 
for the fresh airand the green, earthy new- 
ness of the country. The custom of remem- 
bering the dead soldiers upon this day and of 
honoring their memory with the fra: 
grant souvenirs of spring-time is 
a beautiful one in theory, but 
it loses much ofits pleasantness when crystal- 
lized into actualfact. The real exercises of 
the day of course did not begin until 3 o'clock, 
but even in the morning the crowd had began 


to gather. About 10 O Clock the 
Chas. . Chouteau pulled out 
from the Auchor Line wharfbout 
and headed down stream with the first con- 
tingent of excursionists. There were, consid— 
ering the occasion, only very few people on 
board, and these strictly second-class. 
loud girls dressed in the blooming effulgence 
of lawns, crowned with Gainsboroughs, were 
seated onthe shady side of the deck,{waited 
on by Cavaliers ot the description 
most familiar to frequent visitors ut the Feur 
Courts. Most of the travelers, however, were 
peddlers loaded withthe ginger snap and the 
deleterious lemonade which out of pure force 
of habit and probably to keep 
their hands in they were trying to sell to other 
ladies and gentlemen in the same line. Of 
course there was atacit mutual compliment 
in this which was appreciated by the supposi- 
titions customers but which did not result in 
any large exchange of gold or other precious 
metal. 

A wheezy band enlivened the proceedings 
with various’strains of music of a peculiarly 
appropriate description, such as ‘‘La De 
Dah’’ and“ Silver Threads Among the Gold,’’ 
and taking it all in ail there 
was about as much festivity and hard drink- 
ing of arather flat article of beer as one would 
wish tosee. When the gang come up to-night 
there will be still more amusement and in- 
struction in this line. 

Of course at the groynds the venders of pea- 
nuts and pop-corn ahd ‘tice cold lemonade, 
only five cents a glass,“ had it all 
their oon way. Some of them had come down 
in wagons, others on the early train, and 
these hud 1 course pre-empted ail 
the best places, leaving the Chouteau 
crowd nowhere to go but the cemetery gate, 
which was accordingly soon dadoed with a 
fringe of hucksters’ booths until the place had 
much the air of Union Market on a Saturday 
evening. 

Inside the 
and beauty, even solemnity. 
soldiers buried here 
each little grave is 
with an appropriate headstone. 
spread the creeping grass, matting tdgether 
the mounds of friend and toe,and,likecharity, 
blotting out all untriendliness and strife be- 
neath its peaceful mantel of green. These are 
not all boys in blue who be buried here: 1106 of 
the soldiers asleep at Jefferson wore the butter- 
nut and followed the stars and bar’s until 
they sealed their faith with their lives. 
But the sharp angles of the oational fracture 
are no longer to be seen and all the graves are 
flower-strewn to-day. 

The grounds are wonderfully well kept by 
the one-armed veteran, Martin Burke, whose 
charge they have been for the last twelve 
years. Several excursion trains arrived, all 
of them very long and rather empty, 
before 2 Oo clock, and the esplanade presented 
a tolerably full appearance. When about 
through Frank P. Blair Post of the Grand 
Army ot the Republic arrived and flooded the 
grounds. Everyone had a basket of flowers 
upon their arms. A national saiute of thirty- 
eight guns was fired as the men 
debouched from the cars, and a full battalionjof 
cavalry tormed as an escort of honor tothe 
commandery at the railroad Stu- 
tion and accompanied it to the 
burying ground. Upon reaching 
the cemetery, whicn is about a rifle shot away 
trom the station, the orders ot the day were 
read by General Neil, the Garrison Command- 
ant, and Col, David Murphy, the Post Com- 
mandant, jG. A. R., addressed the asseim- 
bly upon the object and significance 
ot the ceremony they were about to solemnize. 
Here followed music by the Post band, and 
General Neilagain took the stand and ex- 
plained how the decoration would be best ac- 
complished. As soon as he was through 
the baskets were caugut up again andthe work 
ot decoration began. Unless one had actually 
seen it it would be hard to believe how great a 
number of flowers had been gathered together. 
True the whole country has been laid under 
contribution; every train which has come in to 
the Union Depotin the last twenty-four hours 
has borne its quota of buds and 
blossoms to be laid upon the unfor- 
gotten, unforgetable warriors’ graves. There 
was more than enough to cover all the little 
mounds, and the labor of love was done 
thoroughly, speedily and lovingly. 
When the graves were covered 
a parting saiute of musketry was firedin the 
center of the cemetery and every voice pre- 
sent joined in the patiiotic hymn, 
„My Countrv ‘tis of Thee. When it was 
concluded a benediction was pronounced and 
then came the rush for the boat and train 
home, and in halt an hour the cemetery was as 
quiet as when years ago it was first molded 
by the hand of the Creator. 

IN THE CITY. 

The fact that Decoration Day has been de- 
clared a National holiday has led to the 
closing of the Exchange at 1 
O clock, and of all the schools, 
Alter the morning session white bunting: was 
tying from every flag-staff in the center of all 
police stations and fireengine houses. Flowers 
were received and sent to the headquarters of 
the G. A. R. at Masonic Hall. In 
accordance with the orders issued 
by the Commandant at the Barracks, the

phy. 

At 2 o'clock the procession was formed and 
the route taken up was this: 

Masonic Hall to Chestnut stg®et, then to 
Fifth, north to Washington atenue, east to 
Fourth. south to Olive and east to the wharf- 
boat. Every member who joined in the march 
carried a basket of flowers on his right arm. 
At Jefferson Barracks the Grand Army fell in 
on the parade ground, and while forming 
ranks a national salute was fired un- 
der the direction of General Neil, ccm- 
mandantof the post. The procession then, 
under escort of United States troops proceeded 
to the cemetery where the special este pre-

the criminals for the past few months in this 


city, and the result is that the City Jail ig 
now furnishing board and lodging to 195 


prisoners. Afew days ago 205 persons were 
confined in this institution, the largest num- 
per-ever carried since the building of the pre- 
tent structure, except during the riot of 1877, 
when 225 arrests and commitments were 
made out. The long delays in cases 


bas been more the cause of this strain upon 
‘the jail than the actual arrival of new crim- 
inals. The institution is crowded badly, and 
if the Court of Criminal Correction, Crimina! 
court and Grand Jury do not dispose of 
their dockets in short order the expense of 
maintaining the city jug, which now has the 
weputation of being one of the best kept and 
jinest constructed, will be immense. Just who 
js responsible for this condition of affairs is 
difficult to say,-but conclusions can be drawn 
from the appended table, showing the status 
of — cases of the 195 prisoners now confined 
an jan:

Well, Lhave three circus companies, two 
troupes of marvelously trained horses, be- 
sides the well-known and justly-celebrated 
Broncho horses. Some of these animals will 
actually walk on stilts, be carried in a chair, 
execute a sham battle and peiform some un- 
heard-of things, while one horse, “*Nettle,” 
will ae over the backs of six others.“ 

How did you get the idea of a hippodrome, 
Mr. Coup?“ 

After reorganizing my showfor this sea— 
son, and securing the control of ten other large

I did not 
want to give the people anything but novel- 
ties, and now I may truthfully say that I have 
an exhibitionthe vastness of which dwarfs 
anything inthe circus business, and which 
requires ten managers to control it.“

Monday, June 6?“ 

“If l live, I shall take both pleasure and 
pride in surprising the residents of St. Louis 
with these noveities and with this monster 
exhibition of hippodrome, three-ring circus, 
menagerie, museum, aviary, automatic steam 
musical wagons and mechanical wonders, and 
many Other rare and curious things. I shail 
arrive on my own train of cars, extending 


nearly a mile long, and with nearlv 5) peo- 


ple,among whom are the best performers, 
athletes, acrobats, gladiators, tumblers, riders, 
ete., etc., and I tell you, sir, Iwill really 
tonish.the people as muchas I have astonished 
all the old*showmen of the country.“

A Great Picture by the Hungarlan 
Master. 
From the Parisian. 

Mr. Munkacsy’s picture of Christ Before 
Pilate’? is about seven metres long and tive 
anda half metres high, and tontains some 
twenty life-size figures. The picture is ad- 
mirably composed and painted. It is indeed 
the most important work that the artist has 
vet produced, and in boldness of touch and 
harmony of coloring itis masterly. From the 
point of view of some who theorize on re- 
ligious art, Mr. Munkacsy’s Christ Before 
Pilate’’ will be considered heretical because 
itis realist. Nothing could be more dissimi- 
Jar than the bold and realist figure of Mun- 
kacsy and the glossy and lifeless puppets of 
Bouguereau, for instance. Mr. Munkacsy 
hasthrown routine aside, and has thrown 
much of his own personality into the repre- 
sentation of the famous scene which he has 
painted. There is very little research of 
archbwological detail. Christ has been brought 
before Pilate: the Roman Governor seems to 
be hesitating between his conscience, which 
absolves Christ, and State reasons, which re- 
quire him to support his master’s popularity 
by giving Christ over to the mob. Christ is 
dressed in a white robe. Heis a human and 
intellectual Christ. Some of Pilate’s coun- 
sellers look upon him With sympathy; others 
regard him with the hatred of fanaticism. 
Behind the accused,kept back by a centurion, 
is the howling and mocking crowd of fanatics 
and badauds. In one corner, elevated on 
some steps, a woman with a child in her 
arms contemplates Christ with pity and 
emotion. In the background is a patch of 
oriental sky and landscape seen through an 
archway. In short, whatever may be our 
individual preferences in the matter of art, 
we cannot hesitate to rr »Christ Be- 
fore Pilate” a masterpiece of its kind, and a 
painting of bolduess and realism which are 
characteristic of our epoch. K

Dead Body. 


Shortly after 2 o’clock this morning a man 
met Officers Keillyand Henley near Seventh 
and Olive and asked them to accompany him 
to a room in the fourth story of No. 717% 
Olive street, where John Chamberlain had 
just killed himself. The officers reached the 
room in a few moments and pushing back the 
curtained door found it empty. Partitioned 
off from this wasa scantily furnished tailor 
shop. In the middle of the floor 
of the (first room lay a bed = quilt 
and in one corner a pile of rags. Nothing 
eise was visible. Onpulling back the door, 
which when opened, made a small enclosure, 
the officers found a man sitting on a rickety- 
backless chair with his head leaning up 
agaiuftthe wall. In his hands he clutched a 
os-calibre Remington revolver. A stream of 
blood flowed through a burnt hole in the left 
breast of the vest,and trickling down slowly 
dropped through the broken 
chair to the dirty floor. A _ half-emptied 
quart bottle of whisky stood near by. 
The body was still warm when 
the officers and the guide, a man named 
Frank P. Laing, arrived. The man said he 
was sleeping gn the quilt, at the head of 
which the cha stood. When he woke up 


and turned about he saw the dead man, ohn 


Chamberlain, sitting onthe chair with the 
pistol in his hand. He could not tell when he 
shot himself forthe report did not awaken 
him. The deceased, John Chamberlain, was 
ol years of age and an Englishman. The 
body was taken tothe Morgue this morning. 
When a reporter arrived at the room 
a neat girl was bent over 1 
machine working in the front room. Her 
name was Katie Shannon. She had been 
employed atthe place zfor several months, 
and from her the following story was ob- 
tained: 

‘John Chamberlain 
Business Was rather dull, 
with Laing, who did nothing. Of late the de- 
ceased Was drinking very hard. He had 
something on his mind, and was about to tell 
me what it was that troubled him, but he 
stopped.” ,

“Yes, he had some funds at St. 
James, Mo. HeandI were tobe married. 
We fnished bis wedding suit Saturday night. 
We were to be married before the end of May. 
Now we will bury him in his wedding clothes. 
Ihave been out buying some little things. 
Hie was a member of the Tailors’ Union and I 
suppose they will bury him.. We were to be 
married last Christmas, hut I was not ready and 
so it Was put off until to-morrow. I expected 
this though, for of late be has beendrink- 
ing verv bard, up late at night and working 
hard.JThis brought on nervousness, and with 
the diink it caused him to have crazy spells.

Iie said that he had trouble on his mind and 


should by right marry another girl. I told 
him if he thought so we would never be hap- 

py together. He received letters from a girl, 
and I saw her people when they cäme tothe 

city and made inquiries about their relations 

which [thought was intimate from his re- 

marks; butI was wrong. I don’t think this 

was the cause of his committing suicide. He 

often said he was tired of life and was ready 

to die, He tried to borrow a pistol, but 1 

knew he would kill himself if he got one, and 

so I prevented anyone from lending him a 

revolver. The pistol that he did kill himself 
with was bought by Laing. They went to 
Rolla, Mo., where Mr.Chamberlain had some 

land. Whilethere they fussed with some 

parties, so that when thev came back Laing 
persuaded Chamberlain to buy a revolver. I 

had a quarrel with Laing, who encouraged 

Chamberlain to drink and bought 
the whisky. I knew if he 

continued it would kill him. When he 
was sick, a few days ago, I brought Dr. 

Green upto attend him. The doctor told 

me that if he did not stop drinking he would 
become insane. I think he was out of his 
head already. He once said, We will marry 
in heaven, if not on earth.’” 

At the Morgue the body was dressed in the 
wedding-suit, and to-morrow, when John 
Chamberlain was to. have been married, his 
dead body will be laid away.
